Louis New, the Informer, 
the Koenig Furniture Factory 
and lives at the corner of Benton and Blair 
streets. The boy has been with the Niedring- 
haus company since the first of spring, and 
has been boarding with the Goldschmidt fam- 
fly since July. Last winter he worked fora 
junk merchant named Michael Pattaschink, 
a name pronounced withthe accent on the 
second syllable. Pattaschink was a Polish 
Jew, who seems to have been little liked by the 
people of the nelghborhood. Fora time last 
year he had a shop on North Market street, 
and then he moved to a place on the south 
west of 
Broadway. Lere Pattaschink had a 
shed which he used as a rag shop and 
junk warehouse, and at the side of that was 


a stable where the merchant kept his horses 


and wagons. 
: THE CRIME. 

He employed several peddlers to buy rags 
for him, and had New at work 
in the shop. New told Chief 
Harrigan that one morning a few days be- 
fore last Christmas, his employer woke him 
as usual by coming into the stable ‘to feed 
the horses. It was about 5 o’clock 
dark. Patthaschink fed the 
horses and then went into the shop. New 
heard yoices soon after and looked through 
the big cracks in the partition between the 
shopand the stable. He saw Pattaschink 
talking with a well-dressed’. man who 
had just come in, and was 
drunk. The stranger wanted to borrow a 
bucket to get some beer, and told Pattaschink 
he would bring the beer back there and they 
could drink it together. The merchant got 
the bucket and the stranger then took a hand- 
| pocket and 
went out jingling them. Pattaschink waited 
for his return, and the boy on the other 
side of the partition waited too, and 
watched. The stranger came back 
and hs and Patta- 
schink began to drink it, taking turns 
and standing.

HIEF HARRIGAN’S VIEWS. 

Chief Harrigan said to-day: ‘*‘Of course 
the story seems very improbable, but A may 
be true for all that. The boy’s character is 
not bad, his record is not such a one as to 
make him unworthy of belief. He tells a 
Straight story and stickstoit. He can’t find 
that any man is missing, but then this man 
might have been a stranger intown, At aay 
rate this story is certainly one to be carefully 
investigated.’ 

Louls New himself was seen by a reporter 
of the Posr-Disraron at noon to-day, as he 
was sittinginthe dining room of the Gold- 
schmidt family. He is not a very intelligent 
young man, but he understands what he is 
doing in this matter and Says that he 1s tell- 
ing the truth. 

THE SECRET WORRIED HIM. 

IJ used to wake up every time Pattaschink 
came in the stable,“ said he, and I was 
going to sleep again when I 
heard the talking through the 
cracks, The man pushea out enough 
gold to be several hundred dollars, I guess. I 
was too much afraid to do anything when I 
saw him stick the knife in his throat and cut 
him. There were always a lot of 
boys hanging about the shop, and 
Pattaschink kept them all away that 
day, and kept the rag-room shut up. I 
thought there must be blood on the rags. The 
dog. after he took the man down to 
the river and threw him in., 
Was passing through the stable and Patta- 
schink was standing there counting 
the gold. 1 pretended not to see what he 
was doing, and went on through without say- 
ing anything. I kept my head shut all the 
rest of the time I was with him.“ 

Why didn’t you report the affair at once 
to the police?“ 

„1 was afraid I would get in trouble if I 
said anything. But I got so I used to see the 
man lying there with nis thront 
cut, and I couldn't sleep, and I began to 
think that if I got sick it would be 
worse, and I would be likely to die and not 
tell this. I just thought I would pve it 
away.’’ 

The youth then took the reporter around 
the corner of Clinton street to 
place where Pattaschink had his sho Part 
of the sheds are now torn down, ut New 
pointed out the place where he slept and the 
place where the rags had been kept. He 
was apparently unmoved. Once he remarked 
that he felt better than he had for months, 
He was asked if he had any. motive for ill- 
feeling toward Pattaschink, and he said 
vehementlo. 

No, Lhaven’t. What T told is true. So 
help me, God. He never done me no dirt 
and if he had I wouldn’t le about him.“ 

Mr. Goldschmidt, his landlady, testified to 
the .boy’s good behavior. ‘‘if he 
Says that be tells the truth,“ 
said she. Then she described 
his habits. He got $6.50 a week from the 
Niedringhaus mili, and paid $3.50 for board, 
„He comes home every night when had is 
paid, she said, and lays down his mon, 
then goes out and buys something to wea 
a pair of shoes and some pants ora shirt,and 
then becomes home and stays. He don’t 
drink, not even beer, and he won’t drink 
beer with us here when we 
ask him. Iknowthe boy has got very little 
money after he pays me and buys his clothes. 
But he ought to have told the detective 
where he saw that thing; that was one 
wrong thing he did.“ 

THE GROUND FOR THE WARRANT. 

It is likely that when Pattaschink appears, 
denying the story of course, every statement 
made “by the boy will vo attacked. 
For this reason, the story told by 
New to the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
became most important, as upon that the 
warrant for the arrest of Pattaschink was 
issued and the whole prosecution will ve 
based. Mr. Estep said that he was of the 
opinion that New was.reeiting a vision, but 
thessfutement was so circumstantial that 
he feit himself obliged to issue the warrant. 
New said Pattaschinck’s junk shop was di- 
vided into two rooms, a large one in front, 
wherethe junk and old rags were received, 
and a small one in the rear, which was used 
by PFattaschinek as a sleeping one. There 
wasa stable inthe rear where the wagon 
and horse were kept, aud a portion was re- 
Served for the storage of rags. Inthe loft over. 
the stable, Were the feed was kept, young New 
made his bed and slept there every night. 
On the nigut of Dec. 23, New said he retired 
as usual to his couch in the loft. 

During the night or early in the morn- 

’* said New, ‘‘I was awakened by voices 
Stable, and leaning over my 
looked through a big crack 

in the floor and saw Pattaschink sitting be- 
low talking to a stranger. From what I 
heard 1 made out that Pattaschink and the 
stranger had met outside during the night 
and were drinking togetber, While I lay 
aie them 1 heard Pattaschink 
ask the strange if he haa any 
money, and the stranger in 
a half drunken way said, Well, I guess I 
have,’ and drew from his pocket a small bag 
and bounced it up and down in his hand be- 
fore Pattaschink, who asked him to send for 
the beer. The stranger pulled a gold coin 
from the bag and handing it to Pattaschink 
told him to go for beer. Pat taschink took a tin 
ball from the floor and went out. He was 
gone some time which made me lock at the 
clock and lsawit was 4:80 o’clock. Patta- 
schink returned with the beer and said he 
had a hard time finding a saloon 
open at that hour. The two 
drank the beer and then continued 
talking. The stranger seemed to be getting 
under the influence of liquor more and more 
every minute and was rapidly dropping into 
a stupor. Pattaschinck was watching him all 
the time. Going over to a corner of the room 
he pulled out a large pocket-Kniie and 
after passing in ront of the 
stranger once or twice without arousing him 
he walked behind him and raised his head 
withone hand. When he had raised the 
stranger’s head until the neck was drawn he 
drew the knie across his throat 
and severed his heck almost from ear 
to ear, The stranger jumped to his 
feet with a gurgling cry and after turning 
n round once ortwice and clutching at his 
throat fell to the floor face downward. 
Pattaschinck retreated toa dark corner of 
the room and remained there until the 
body lay still when he approachedit and 
took from the pants pocket the bag 
of gold. He then dragged the body to a cor- 
ner and covered it with rags. Taking the 
light with him he went out and locked the 
door and disappeared in his room in the 
house. I went to wash, as usual, as though 
nothing had happened. 1 thought that if Pat- 
taschiInk was murderous enough to kill 
a man in cold blood he would not hesitate to 
Klll me. That is why I made no outcry when 
lsaw him kill the stranger and why I said 
nothing the next day. ilwent to bed in the 
stable that night, but the thought of the 
murder and the dead man down-stairs kept 
me awake all night. Towards morning 
I heard a noise down stairs, and looking 
through the crack I Saw Pattaschink enter 
with a light and begin bitching BP the horse. 
When this was done he dragged the body into 
the other side of the stable and 
lifted it igjnto the wagon. He then 
pitched ma gure into the wagon 
until the bo was completely covered. 
Then hitehng up the horse he drove out of 
the stable and proceeded to the river, I 
dressed hastily and noiselessly and stealing 
down stairs, I followed the wagon at a safe 
disiance to the dump. It must have been 4 
or} o’ clock and the ground was covered with 
snow. . Pattaschink met no one on the 
way down and safely deposited 
the body in the river. I burried 
back to the shop and was up and ready for 
work apparently when Pattaschinkx re- 
turned, I left there soon after and have been 
afraid to tell this story untill now, as I feared 
Patteschenek and did not want to get mixed 
up in the case. 
Ihe Four Courts detectives are agreed that 
unless some evidence corroborating New’s 
Story is found, the case against Pattaschink 
will fall to the ground, particularly if he can 
rove a good reputation and can show that 
got the money n a legitimate way with 
which he ought his farm, 
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Many Disasters Reported to Shipping n

The 
fire is supposed to have been caused by an 
explosion of flour dust. 


A VILLAGE BURNED. 
QUEBEC, Oct. 24.—Dispatches from Ste, 
Anne De Baupere state that fire broke out in 


a house there about midnight Sunday. Upto 


90’clock this morning 800 houses had been 


destroyed and the fire is still raging though 
partly under control. The locality in which 
the fire spread was on the road from the 
steamer landing to the famous church of Ste. 
Anne, the shrine of which is visited by 
thoussnds of pilgrims every season from all 
parts of the continent and where wonderful 
miracles are alleged to have been wrought. 
Ihe latest advices state that the church Is 
stilluntouched by the flames and may be 

saved. The population ofthe village arein 
a great state of excitement at the possibility 

of the fire destroying what tney regard as a 
sacred edifice and are making every effort to 
prevent its destruction.

THE UNION DEPOT PLANS. 


Whatthe Board of Public Improvements 
Committee Will Report. 


The Committee on Streets of the Board of 
Public Improvements bela a meeting this 
morning to prepare a report to be made to- 
morrow to the board on the Union Depot 
plans and also the plans for 
the new bridge over Clark avenue, 
just south of the new, depot buildings. 


The general opinion of the members of the 
committee was that the plans showed clear- 
ly thatthe depot company were infringing 
upon the fifteen-foot strip which it wasto 
dedicate to thecity for street purposes, and 
Maj. Murphy stated that his department 
would take measures at once to see that 
all obstructions on this strip were removed. 

Regarding the additional twenty-five feet 
which fronts the main building line it was 
determined toask forthe written opinion of 
the City Counsellor, defining what city officer 
or officers had the control or supervision of 
this strip. When this was ascertained the 
proper steps could be taken to notify the 
Union Depot Co. of any violation of the terms 
of the ordinance. 

The plans for the new bridge over Clark 
avenue were then submitted and it wasshown 
that sheds of the depot company projected 
about thirty feet over Clark avenue and that 
in the construction of the bridge it would be 
necessary totear awaythis obstruction. It 
was also found that in order to make 
the proper approaches to the bridge 
tt would be necessary to condemn about 
$200,000 worth of property. When an ordi- 
nance is passed for this bridge the Union 
Depot Co., under the terms of its ordinance, 
is required to depvsit 3150, 000 with the City 
Treasurer asa part payment forthe same. 
It is probable that tne committee will rec- 
ommend the approval of the plans,

CRIMINAL DISOBEDIENCE OF ORDERS 
BY AN |ENGINEER. 


— 


The Wreckage Takes Fire and the Killed 
and Maimeda Narrowly Escape Crema- 
tion—Working People Make Up the 
Bulk of the Victims—Fatal Encounter 
With an HU Burned to Death— 


Casualty Mention. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 24.—The fast ex- 
press train from Shamokin, on the Reading 
Raliroad, this morning ran into a coal train 
near the west tunnel, and a frightful smasbh- 
up resulted. Seven persons are reported 
killed, 

The wreck occurred about 9:10 o’clock. The 
scene of the accident is at West Manayunk, a 
suburb of this city, about ten miles distant. 
It seems that the Shamokin express, due here 
at 9:30, ana carryinga large number of pas- 
sengers, was the Wi-fated train, This 
train usually leaves the upper coal 
regions on Monday Morning, loaded with 
workmen and laborers who are employed 
along the lineand who take advantage of 
their Sunday rest to go home on Saturday 
nights and spend the holiday with their fam.- 
ilies. 

The passenger train entered the tunnel at 
West Manayunk at regular speed and ran 
into a coal train with Qisastrous results. The 
first rumor to reach the city was to the effect 
that eight persons had been killed and a 
number injured. This was followed later by 
the more alarming statement that not less 
than twenty-eight lives had been lost, and 
later still the figures arose to the appalling 
total of fifty-two killed. 

Inquiry at the office of the officials of the 
road at Broad and Callow Hill streets met 
with no satisfaction whatever. The officers 
admitted that there had been a wreck, but 
refused to give any further infornation or 
even the slightest detail. It was learned, 
however, that the wreck had taken fire and 
was burning rapidly in the tunnel. The 
chances of resculng such passengers as may 
be in the burning cars are slim. 

The ill-fated train was known as passenger 
No. 2, which leaves Shamokin at 5 a. m., 
Rottsville at 7 a. m. and Reading an hour 
later, and is due at the Broad Street Station 
of the Reading e panr at gn. m. The 
train is an express and makes but few stops 
between Reading and this city. It was run- 
ning on the north - bound track, the south- 
bound track deing in use between Conshocken 
and West Falls for other traffic. The track 
had been ordered clear for No. 2 and 
that train was rushing southward 
toward Philadeiphia, when at a few 
minutes after 9 o’clock it crashed into engine 
No. 538 running north just north of the West 
Manayunk tunnel. The first report recetved 
here was to the effect that the collision had 
occured in the tunnel, but later information 
proved this rumor false. 

The engineer of engine 538 had been ordered 
to lle at Pencoyd station, a short distance 
from the scene of the accident, and it was 
due to disobedience of these orders that the 
accident otcured. Had he remained at 
Pencoyad a few minutes longer the 
loss of nearly a dozen lives and 
the injury of near a score of persons would 
have been averted. Both locomotives were 
badly wrecked and both tracks were blocked. 
In addition portions of the wreckage was 
thrown against a telegraph pole, causing the 
breaking of the wires and rendering commu- 
nication between the main office here and 
the scene of the accident difficult. Afew 
winutes afterthe smashup the wrecked pas- 
senger cars caught fire, thus adding tothe 
horror of the occasion. An alarm brought 
outthe fire-engines, but it was some time 
before the fames were extinguished. 

Willing hands quickly extricated from the 
mass of wreckage the dead, dying and 
maimed passengers. Upto noon fifteen in- 
jured persons had been removed to St. Mary's 
Hospital at Roxborough, a short distance 
away. Ten dead bodies had been taken 
charge of by undertakers, and this was re- 
ported to be the extent ofthe casualties re- 
sulting from the disobedience of his orders by 
the engineer of No. 538. At 1 o’clock in- 
formation was received by President McLeod 
that but five persons had been killed,

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Robert Van Valkenburgh Supposed 
to Have Committed Suicide. 


He Robs the International Oil Co. and 
Disappears. 


A LETTER IN WHICH HE SAYS HE WILL 
END HIS LIFE. 


He Told Wis Wife That He Was Going 
Hunting— His Reasons for His Short- 
age—Manager Grenner’s Account of 
How It Was Discovered—The Polio: 
Looking for ths Defaulter. 


President H. C. Grenner of the Interna- 
tional Oil Works, located on Poplar street, 
between Elghteenth and Nineteenth streets, 
has gone before the Grand-jury to secure an 
indictment forembezzlement against Robt. 
W. Vap"Valkenburgh,a missing book-Keeper 
of that company. Mr. Grenner 
has also notified the police that 
Van Valkenburgh has fled after embezzling 
the company’s money, and has offered a 
If Van Vaiken- 
burgh has carried out his own threats 
he is now dead by his own hand, for 
since his flight and the discovery of his de- 
falcation, which is stated to amount 
to several thousand dollars, the only 
news of him was in the form 
of a letter containing such 
a threat, The letter was addressed to a 
young man who worked in the office of the 
International Oli Co, with him, and reads as 


follows: 
VAN VALKENBURGH’S LETTER. 


Sr. Lows, Oct. 3, 1892. 

DEAR CLEM—Yon have probably\iotieed that of 
late I have not been myself. Thecatseof this can 
be found by examining my account, which is heavily 
overdrawn. left home Saturday night, 
telling my wife that I was oing 
hunting, but intending to square myself with Mie 
Grenner if possible, but found that I had 
not the moral courage to tell him 
I could not face him after the many 
nesses he has shown me, and knowing that 
discovery must follow the arriyai of Mr. Berwald, 
also knowing uselesness of flight, 1 have decided to 
put an end to my own misery, for it has been mis- 
ery to live for the last four months. 
Everything I have done to make money bas proved a 
failure and a loss. First the saloon and lossofasum 
of the firin’s mouey by theft;then the restaurant into 
which have sunk money to no purpose 
for itis nowafailure and cannot last more than a 
few days. Lastly, Lhave come to the conclusiog 
thatI amthe greatest failure of all and should have 
done what I am about to do before. Ask Mr. 
Greiner aud my friends not to judge me too harshly, 
for 1 have meat well, but it seems “a every thing 
has been against me. As for yourself 
think as kindiy of me as possible 
and try not to biame me forthe step I am about to 

Tell Mr. Greiner that he will not have 
further than my account to 
loss, for faulty as I have been 

I have covered nothing up. Ed Lee has some 
notes which 1 gave my wife. Kindly ask him todo 
the best he can with them for her. With this I will 
say good-byeforever. Your friend. 
Bon VAN VALKENBURG 
WHAT HE TOLD HIS WIFE. 

A similar letter has been received by Van 
Valkenburgh’s wife, who lives at 2012 Eugenia 
street, and who conducts a restaurant at 
Olive and Thirtieth streets, in which 
her missing husband was financially in- 
terested. The defaulting book-keeper disap- 
peared on thb night of Saturday, Oct, 1, tell - 
ing nis wife that he was going hunting about 
sixty miles from Sst. Louis. He has 
not been seen since. Anexpert is now ex- 
amining his accounts at the office of the In- 
ternational Oll-works’ office, and a shortage 
of $1,700 is said to have been already dis- 
covered. 

MR. GRENNER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Grenner, President, of the company, 
was seen, and states that he first began to 
suspect Van Valkenburgh about five weeks 
ago, when the bank balance did not 
seem as large to Mr. Grenner as 
the business justified. 

„I had no previous cause to suspect Van 
Valkenburgh, said Mr. Grenner. lie 
has been in our employ ahout four 
years and had always given satis- 
faction. He seemed to be a careful 
man, anxious to branch out and make 
money,and one of this ventures was the 
restaurant at Thirtieth and Olive streets. He 
made another investment once for his 
brother, in the saloon business, but when I 
remonstrated with him he drew out of that 
business. 

‘‘When Ispoke to him about our small 
bank balance he satdthat his books were 
correct, but after further investigation I told 
him that there was something wrong and 
that would have my partner 
come “Ge here and have the books 
examined by an expert. This was on Satur- 
day night, Oct.1. That night he stayed at 
the office quite late and wade a great many 
changes and erasures in the books. 

he aida not show up at 
und Monday night 1 
went to see his wife, who told me he hada 
said he was going hunting Sunday and she 
supposed he must have missed the return 
train. Ithen told her that her husband had 
not told her the truth, that I belleved 
him to be a defaulter and 
that he would not return to 
St. Louis. On Oct. 4a young man in our 
office ,received the letter irom Van 
Valkenbergh which { have already 
given you. On the same day his 
wife ieceivyed a similiar letter, and 
was nearly frantic with grief. I donot think 
Van Valkenburgh has committed suicide, but 
that he has fled. I telegranhed his father 
at Minden, Neb., to come to st. Louis 
at once, but instead of that he went 
alawyer, whose only statement to me was 
that i could never convict Van Valkenburg, 
as he, the lawyer, had been told 
that I knew of the embezzle- 
ment all along, intimating, of course, 
that I wasa party toit. I stall find tue de- 
faulter and bring him to justice if it is possi- 
ble todoso. Ithink the defalcations have 
been going on for at least five 
months. 1 cannot say yet what the 
total amount will be, as the expert has not 
yet finished with the "pboks, but it will prob- 
ably reach into the thousands. The police 
are now looking for the man. 

Mr. Grennel stated in conclusion that he 
had notified the police that a reward of sev- 
eral hundred dollars would be paid for the 
arrest of Van Vailkenburgh, as be thought 
that might lead to increased vigilance. 
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FOULLY MURDERED. 


Johanna Schollman Hacked to Death in 
Eedalia. 


SEDALIA, Mo., Oct, 24.—This morning about 
daybreak, as Louis Bahner. a Main street 
blacksmith, who lives in the Northwestern 
part of the city, was going down to 
his work, he discovered the body of 
a murdered girl by the side of the road, on 
Seventeenth, near Kentucky. He gave the 
alarm and a crowd quickly gathered. Many 
were the conjectures as to who the 
murdered girl was, but at length 
it was discovered to be Johanna Schollman, 
a servant girl in the employ of Mayor Stevens. 
The remains were lying just at the 
edge of the beaten track among the 
woods on Seventeenth- Death had been 
caused by cboking anda knife thrust in the 
neck. The girl’s torn and mutilated hands 
showed that there had been a des- 
perate struggle and that sue had 
grasped her assailant’s knife repeatedly 
to protect herself from its thrusts. An ex- 
amination of the place of the murder 
showed that it had been committed, or the 
struggle for lite and death nad 
begun, close to the hedge at 
the corner of Seventeenth and Kentucky. At 
first it was believed that the girl had been 
murdered there and her body dragged 
to the place where it was found, 
but this is hardly likely. There 
is little blood near the hedge and if she had 
been killed there, there would be no reason 
for dragging her body to the place 
where it was found. By the 
hedge it was secluded, while out by 
the road it was in full view of all who might 
pass. A more probable solution of the mys- 
tery is that the murderer assaulted 
the girl near the hedge; that she re- 
sisted, and the struggle was 
prolonged until they reached the road forty 
feet farther west, where the mur- 
derer succeeded in striking her down. 
The weeds were all crushed and bits of 
fur from the girl’s cloak had been 
torn off and caught on the weeds. While it 

was evident that a kutlfe had been used, 
still, as there was little Dlood at the place, 
some supposed that the girl was either 
choked to death or murdered at some other 
place and brought there. 

John H. Yatt, Who was early on the spot, 
made a careful search of the. ground 
and found a pocket bnife in the 
hedge which surrounded Dr. Small’s 
residence. It had blood and pieces of fur 
from the girl’s cloak on it. It was a common 
hord handled Knife, with two blades, one 
about two and a half inches long. 

The girl was fairly well-dressed, and wore 
a cloak covered with spot of plack fur, some 
of which was torn off by the weeds. Her 
dress was slate colored. 

A colored man came to my house this 
morning, said Dr. Small, and told me that 
there was a dead body in the street. I 
went with him and founda woman dead in 
the weeds near the southwest corner of Ser- 
enteenth and Moniteau street, a little west of 
my stable, evidently dragged there from 
fromthe corner of the street ten or fiteen 
yards away, ilttleonone side of the track, 
lying on her back. should juage from 
appearance that she had Deen choked 
as there was froth about her mouth. A knife 
was found on the opposite side of 
the hedge in my lot. It was 
a common pocket knife, with 
a blade about 3 inches long. 
The woman had ona new pair of shoes, 
There was but little blood to De seen at or 
near the corpse. Evidently the murder had 
been done elsewhere and the body brought 
there.’’ 

One strange feature of the case was that 
the body was found just across. the street 
fromthe girl’s uncle, M. A. Honeytelt, a 
carpenter. 
tive he said: 

Johann was not my niece, but was re- 
lated to me by marriage and called 
me uncle. She was in the habit of 
coming to my house every Sunday and 
some times during the week. I had not seen 
her since a week ago yesterday. Four years 
ago she was seduced by —— Shupe, who 
worked for Mayor Beck. He was sued for 
ssduction and paid her $125. A child was 
born, which is now at the girl’s father’s 
house. He lives on my farm in Benton 
County. Yes, she had lovers, 
she was a good looking girl and dressed well. 
Her lovers were Richardson, who lives near 
Association Fark, and a man named Tay- 
lor. 1 do not know either first 
name, nordolkKknow where Taylor lives or 
works. The two had some trouble. Once 
Taylor cameto my house after her, when 
she had gone out with ick’’ as 
we called Richardson. It made him angry. 
She had another lover, whom I think she 
would have married. His name is Henry 
Goriles and he lives somewhere in Nebraska. 
I do not know the name of the place. I have 
seen letters from him, and he offered to send 
her money to take her otit to him, when he 
would marry her. She was in her th year. 

The Coroner’s inquest will be held at 3 
o’clock this evening, A young man whom as 
yetno one seemed to recognize ¢allea for 
her in a buggy at 7 o’clock 
last evening, and the couple were seen in an 


ice-cream saloon two hours later. The offi-

OTHERS MORTALLY WOUNDED.’

Revival ofthe Kentucky Mountain: War- 
fare That Has Been Bequeathed Frem

MOOREHEAD, Ky., Oct. 24.—The Tollivar- 
Howard feud bas broken out gfresh, A gen- 
eral fight occurred at Hogtown 
in this (Rowan) county 
night between the two factions. Col. 
var was shot in the breast and instantly 
Killed, Wylie Tollivar was shot in the bowels, 
and Sam Howard recelved four rie 
balls in the body. These .two men 
Will die. Their relatives and friends are ar- 
riving, and a battle is expected to-night or 
to-morrow. This Kentucky 
feud bas been slumbering for two 
years, since Capt. Hank Tollivar 


married the widow of one of the Howard’s 
he had killed, and everybody thought the 
troubles ended by the marriage. Capt. Tol- 
livar has been in Virginia a year. 


Ot all the famons Kentucky vendettas that 
of Rowan County was the bloodiest, most 
Drutal and most stubborn. Unlike most of 
these feuds it flourished in a county pene: 


lization, Beginning with an election 
aga between two striplings of the Tol- 

liver and Martin families in 1884, it raged 
during three years ot terror. Oraig 1 olliver, 
a young, blue-eyed giant, led the Tolliver 
faction. The Martins had friends, but lacked 
leadership and were almost exterminated. 
They were relatives of the noted Turners, 
and in this way the war has again been 
opened. The Youngs were drawninto the 
quarrel as friends of the Tolltvers and the 
Logans were marked for destruction as 
friends of the Martins. That was 
Craig Tolliver’s blunder and led 
to his overthrow. As usual, the forms of 
law assisted rather than hindered the crimes. 
8 Tolliver had himself elected Town 

Marshal of Morehead, the county seat, and 
was afterward Police Judge. His canvass 
and election to the latter office show the 
character of the man. He mede up his 
mind to become a candidate the day be- 
fore the election, and at once notified 
his opponents of the fact. He also in- 
timated that he wanted the offices and in- 
tended to have it. The opposition took the 
hint and withdrew. Election day ‘Tolliver 
took charge of the polls himself. When he 
closed the books inthe afternoon fifty votes 
had been cast. Tolliver’s election, it is 
hardly necessary to say, was *unant- 
mous. He could now issue warrants 
and make arrests at will. Crime fol- 
lowed crime with increasing Drutality. The 
county was at Tolliver’s mercy. Gov. Knott 
sent for several of the leaders and a peace 
conference was held at Louisville. A treaty 

signed, which was broken as soon as the 
riors returned home, Soldiers were 
then sent guard the court and 
many of the outlaws were indicted and ar- 
rested. Cook Humphreys, the Sheriff anda 
leader of the Martin gang, ‘resigned his posi- 
tion. Under an agreement with the special 
Lais officer, the Hon. A. G. Caruth of 
uisville, now Congressman, Humphreys 
went to Texas and Craig Tolliver to Missouri. 
and the indictments against them were filed 
away. Tolliver returned in eight months 
and matters were soon worse than ever. 

But in June, 1887, Tolliver went a step too 
far. The brutal assassination of the two 
young Logans by a posse serving one of Tol- 

iver’s trumped-up warrants aroused the 
county and brought deliveran Boone 

ap, a cousin of the murd red boys, 
and himself an orderly citizen, organ- 
ized 6 6secretly a sse of men, under 
charge of himself and Sheriff Hogg, to 
take Craig Tolliver and his gang, dead or 
alive. They surrounded the town, and in the 
battle that followed, which lasted twenty- 
four hours, Craig Tolliver and several of his 
gang were shot to death. With Craig’s 

eralcame peace. Only one or two of the 
Tollivers remained, and they were cowed. 
To-day Rowan is an orderly county. Boone 
Logan remained at Morehead practicing law 
until a year ago, When he moved to Pine- 
ville. Z. T. Young, one ofthe men wanted 
by the Logan posse, is prac- 
ticing law at mt. Sterling. The others 
have since kept the peace, until the out- 
break of the old wounds as narrated above. 

The depot at Morehead, on the Chesapeake 
IN Rallroad, where ‘a portion.of Toll 
ver’s force was ambushed during that last 
battle, is stilla curiosity to travelers. Many 
bullet holes bear witness of the fray. 


ARMED NEGROES, 


TROOPS CALLED OUT TO QUELL A BLACK UP- 
RISING. 


TITUSVILLE, Fla., Oct. 24.—The negro riot 
here has assumed very alarming proportions. 
Nearly five hundred of them are encamped 
about one mile from the city, all armed with 
Winchester rifles and supplied with 
plenty of ammunition, White citizens 
have less than one hundred pieces of 
firearms all told and the town is many miles 
from a base of supplies; In yesterday’s at- 
tack on the Sheriff’s posse, which went out 
to arrest the negro leaders, four of the latter 
were killed, instead of one, as reported last 


night. The officers escaped with slight 
wounds, Mayor Wilson telegraphed the 
Governor for troops. e Governor and 
Adjutant General are in Chicago. The Acting 
Adjutant General ordered the Gate City 
Guards of Sanford to hasten to the scene and 
et te the Indian River guards under arms. 
Lancaster of the Second Florida Bat- 
talion has been placed in command oi the 
troops. People here are badly 3

Then both robbers 
walked backward toward the door 
with their revolvers still pointed at the two 
victims against the wall, and as they 
reached the ‘door they threatened 
to pump fatal doses of lead into Hartlage 
and Hiigegag if either of them raised an out- 
cry. The two men were so terror-strick- 
en at the ‘audacity of the robbers 
that for five minutes they did not budge from 
their odd position, but gazed biankly 
at the wall. Even then they did not recover 
from the shock, but in the excess of 
their fright they retired for the night 
without notifying the police. It was 
not until the net morning at 10 
o’clock that a patrolman learned of the 
robbery from a neighbor of Hartlage. 
The police sét to work at once on 
the case, with little hope, however, 
of capturing the outlaws because their faces 
were masked and Hartlage and Illigegag 
were too much surprised to give a very g 
description of them.

— carefully abstains trom 
giving any fi g showing the labor cost 
ot his protected product and verifying his 
assertion that ‘‘labor gets all of the duty.’’ 

Admitting that the wages he pays are 
100 per cent higher than are paid for the 
same work in Englend it by no means fol- 


i ‘ows that labor gets 100 percent of the 


‘value of the product. He says his product 
ono a protection of only 75 per cent, 
and as he pays 100 per cent more for lebor 
than is paid in England any 10-year-old 
boy’’ can see that labor gets the 75 per 
cent added to the price of his goods by the 
tariff and 25 per cent more! 

Can it be possible that Mr. Niedringhaus 
believes this himself? Will he admit that 
in paying twice as much for labor as is 
paidin England, half the amount of his 
pay-rollis equal to 75 per cent of the 
amount he gets for the entire product of 
his establishment? If that is true, then it 
follows that his whole pay-roll foots up 150 
per cent of the value of his product and 
that he is selling goods tar below cost. 

There are some more queer figures and 
assertions in Mr. Niedringhaus article, 
and we shall refer to it again.

HERMIT GAMAGE’S WILL. 


Undue Influence Said to Hava Been Used 
by a Woman. 

NEw York, Oct, 24,—At the time of his death, 
a few months ago, the history of Henry Ten 
Brock Gamage, known asthe hermit of the 
University Bullding, came out. Queerly 
enough the will he left is now contested, He 
appointed Mr. Weir, an artist, executor, 
had long been a regular attendant at the Uni- 
versity Place Presbyterian Church, and he 
gave $500 each to the Home, Foreign and East 
Side missions of that church. He left about 
$2,000 to Columbia County relatives and be- 


queathed the bulk of his estate to Miss Fannie 
Demmick of Milford, Pike County, Pa. 

Mr. Gamage’s sister, who had deen very 
fond of Miss Demmick, pbequeathed to her the 
family homestead at Milford, with the stipu- 
lation that Mr. Gamage should be rmitted 
to spend his summers there. The old gentle- 
man never failed to goto Milford fora few 
weeks every vear. Miss Demmick is now ac- 
cused of havin; g exercised undue influence to 
procure the legacy. 

The bonds, securities and 11 loft by 
Mr. Gamage are sald to be worth $40,000, and 
his paintings would probab: 7 bring a hand- 
some figure’ if sold. 

Mr. Gamage was a very eccentric old man, 
with a hobby for fine paintings. For forty- 
nine years he lived alone on the top r of 
the University Building, Washington Sguare 
East. He held no commenication.with his 
fellow tenants, and he declined to allow even 
the servants employed in the building to en- 
ter his room.
